Can you answer questions like that? 
They are typical of what most Catholics run 
into every day in contacts with their neigh- 
bors. You’ve had eight years in Catholic 
grammar school, you may have had an addi- 
tional four years of Catholic high school, 
and you may even have had the blessing of 
education in a Catholic college. 

And yet you would be the first to admit 
that you don’t know all the answers about 
our religion. But you need not feel ashamed. 
We priests have twelve years of intensive 
seminary training, four of them post-gradu- 
ate work in Dogmatic and Moral Theology, 
Sacred Scripture, Canon Law, and Church 
History—yet our offices are crammed with 
reference works and even we are forever 
reviewing our principles, searching out 
points of fact, and looking for precedents 
to guide us. 

The religious education of the usual 
Catholic, however, stops when he leaves the 
Sisters in eighth grade and starts high 
school. He has made his First Holy Com- 
munion, he has reviewed his catechism in 
preparation for Confirmation, and now—for 
the rest of his life—he is dependent for fur- 
ther information on the Sunday sermon, in- 
structions at Lenten devotions (if he goes), 
the annual solemn novena (if he makes it), 
and the mission every third year or so. 

He has, of course, one priceless asset in 
continuing his training and keeping up with 
the times religiouswise—the Catholic Press. 
Catholic newspapers and magazines are one 
vital point of contact with the teaching 
Church, 

“You are my voice,” Pope Pius XI once 
said of the Catholic Press. “I do not say that 
you make my voice heard, but that you 
really are my voice itself. Few indeed would 
be the number of the children of the common 
Father who would learn my wishes and 
thoughts without the aid of the Catholie 
Press.”

The Catholic Press is a faithful record 
of encyclicals and allocutions, of talks and 
instructions and pastoral letters. All are 
presented in full or carefully sifted through 
for sections of local application. This holds 
not only for statements of the Holy Father 
but- also for the annual statement of the 
American Hierarchy and the periodical an- 
nouncements of the local Bishop. 

Together with this is the continuing 
flow of news from the battlefront where the 
Church faces not only persecution through- 
out the world but also the grinding impact 
of materialism and godlessness. 

The daily headlines offer a springboard 
for the exposition of moral principles by 
priestly experts. Practically every Catholie 
publication has a staff ready with solutions 
to problems submitted by its readers.

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High-Pressure Tactics 
Distort Issues 


Dw you know that since 1935, pub- 
lic school enrollments have dropped by a 
total of 712,729 in 12 states? (Ark., Ky, 
Mass...Miss., Neb., N. Dak., Okla., Pa., R.L, 
S Dak. Vt., and W. Va.) And none of the 
states with higher enrollments can be said 
to be in a bad way economically. 

That’s why we are suspicious of all 
this hulabaloo about a need for help to 
the public schools from Washington. 

In a recent front-page editorial, Arch- 
bishop John F. O’Hara of Philadelphia 
brought out these facts and criticized pro- 
paganda for Federal aid as containing 
“broad statements which are misleading if 
not downright dishonest.” : 

Catholic parishioners are carrying a 
terrific number of parochial school stu- 
dents on their back without any help from 
the Government, the State, or the munici- 
pality. So it can be done. 

Population shifts from the city to the 
suburbs are responsible for ‘‘needs in places 
where the population has mushroomed,” 
according to the Archbishop, but he points 
out that at the same time and by that very 
fact. suburbia has more heads to tax and 
those families generally have more income 
with which to pay t@eir taxes. 

“If there are Catholic citizens dwelling 
in these suburban communities,” the Arch- 
bishop said, “they will pay their taxes as 
good citizens and they will erect their own 
school with voluntary offerings,” thereby 
providing “the most eloquent testimony” 
that the problem can be handled locally. 

Further, when we read of the vast in- 
crease in school registrations, we must bear 
in mind that it is not a nationwide phe- 
nomenon. Twelve states have shown a de- 
crease, as stated above. The Pacific Coast 
by itself accounts for almost 40% of the in- 
crease since 1935. And many states have 
rejected Federal aid, contending that they 
are well able to finance their own prob- 
lems.

There is a temptation to think that 
money from Washington amounts to “pen- 
nies from heaven’’—that the Federal Gov- 
ernment gets its money, not from your 
pocket and ours, but from some remote 
source—as though a lot of little men from 
Mars moved in each night and shoveled 
the hoppers full of gold. 

Federal money is your money. Every 
heag of Federal aid—whether to Nehru, 
ito,. Nasser, or the American schools— 
means more tax money withheld from your 
pay. It means increased power for the poli- 
ticlans, more boondoggling, and the in- 
crease of Big Government. 


Virginia and thie 
School Question 


Tuere is nothing odious about de- 
segregation to the Catholic Church, for we 
have never been segregated. Oh, yes, you 
may find an occasional jim-crow parish in 
the Deep South, but the people there are 
acting contrary to the teaching, policy, and 
practice of the Universal Church. As a 
matter of fact, our Church brought pressure 
only last October and November—moral, 
not physical pressure—suppressing abuses 
of this sort in the State of Louisiana. The 
tradition is that Pope Liberius was colored, 
as was Bishop Healy of Portland, Me. in 
the last century. 

However, we are quite dubious about 
the wisdom of trying to change hearts and 
control morals by law. If a man is anti«- 
Semitic, anti-Catholic, anti-Negro, anti- 
anything, no human law is going to change 
him.

He Didn't Unders 


Doctor Edwin McNeill Poteat, 
head of the P.O.A.U., died of a heart attack 
a few weeks ago and when I heard the 
news I said a prayer for him. 

Our paths first crossed a dozen years 

ago. I was coming close to the Catholic 
Church then although I wasn’t quite sure I 
wanted to come so close. All I learned about 
the Catholic Church moved to convince me 
this was the Church established by Christ 
and while I liked the 
vevmmemmemers Catholic Church, I didn’t 
— much want to become a 
© Catholic. I’m not sure that 
-. those who have been born 
> jin the faith can quite un- 
' derstand this, but when 
you find grace moving 
+ you towards the Catholic 
. Church and all your past 
training, all your past life, 
has been Protestant, you 
kind of frantically hold 
back. 

That was what I was 
going through a dozen 
years ago. I knew I would never be satise 
fied as a Protestant again. I’d already 
moved beyond the old life, but I° wasn’t 
quite ready for the finality of becoming a 
Catholic. I started reading all I could find 
against the Church, but what I read only 
disgusted me. In the very attacks against 
the Church I found the more reason to bee 
lieve this was surely the True Church. 

It was then I wrote to Doctor Poteat, 
I’d seen his name, signed to an anti-Catholie 
petition of some sort in Nation or New 
Republic, (1 don’t recall which) and so f 
wrote to him to tell him I was being drawn 
closer and closer to the Catholic Church and 
I asked him for reasons why I should turn 
away. He was president of the Northern 
Baptist’s Colgate-Rochester Seminary then 
and he took time to write me a long letter. 
But the things he said I already knew,to be 
false, his arguments were arguments I'd 
met months before. His attempt to keep me 
from the Church merely moved me a little 
closer and a few months later I was ree 
ceived into the Catholic Church, 


: Our paths crossed again in 1951 when 
Paul Blanshard was his guest in Raleigh 
and the three of us talked together for an 
hour or two one afternoon. Blanshard and 
Doctor Poteat might have seemed to some 
to be very alike and yet I think they were 
essentially very different. Both are humane 
ists, both are complete secularists but Paul 
Blanshard is a man who very much knows 
exactly what he is doing, a man able to une 
derstand the Catholic viewpoint but very 
much opposed to it. Doctor Poteat was a 
man so completely secularized, so come 
pletely bound up in a kind of unitarianism, 
that I don’t believe he ever really undere 
stood the Catholic Church. 


That afternoon we talked about obe 
jective truth and Doctor Poteat seemed 
totally unable to believe truth could be 
known. “Nothing.should be taught as 
truth,” he said, “for if it is then you’ll neve 
er know if it is error.” 

“But what if it is truth?” I asked, 


“But you can’t know that,” he insisted. 
His inability to understand the concept of 
objective truth is typically unitarian— 
Doctor Poteat was a Baptist minister but 
essentially an unitarian in his viewpoint 
and he denied the Virgin Birth. 

The unitarian idea is in love with the 
chase for itself alone. Unitarian thinkers 
claim they want to search for truth, but 
they would be flabbergasted if somone 
should suggest they might find it. 


A little later in our conversation, Paul 
Blanshard said to me, “Do you think I’ll go 
to hell?” | 

I shook my head, “I hope not. I pr 
you'll become a Catholic.” * sai A 

Then Doctor Poteat asked me the same 
question and I remembered how impenee 
trable his mind was in relation to the 
Church and I said, “I hope not. I think you 
may have invincible ignorance.” | 

This was not intended for an insult and 
he did not take it for an insult. We talked 
other times in recent years and had some 
exchange of correspondence, but our last 
meeting was just after the P.O.A.U. mass 
meeting in Washington. We met in the hall

The Young Girl—Maturing Spiritually } 


Between the thirteenth and 
seventeenth years of her life the 
young girl is still not fully developed. 
Just these years are difficult, though 
not so much for physical reasons. The 
difficulies are spiritual and psycho- 
logical; they spring from the novel 
experience of a change in her exist- 
ence, 

So far the child has experienced 
herself as part of 
her family, her 
form, her group 
of playmates. 
Now she is de- 
taching herself 
from these roots 
and discovers 
her own interior 
world as well as 
the difference 
between herself and her surroundings. 
These new discoveries, alluring and 
threatening in turn, are twofold. There 
is first the world outside, which so far 
has not been experienced as a living 
opposite, but as-a framework of life 
that was taken for granted. 

secondly, there is her own self with 


its powers of judgment and decision, 
which is something entirely new. The 
growing woman is becoming conscious 


of her own spiritual personality. Her 


memory is enlarged and perfected, 
she thinks more intensely, her imagi- 
nation becomes bold and creative. New 
talents appear, enthusiasm and a 
hitherto unknown idealism provide 
spiritual adventures. 

‘Remembering the physical develop- 
ment which takes place at this time, 
spiritual and intellectual consequences 
of the change from child to young 
girl must be immense. This process of 
growth sometimes brings to light 
childish faults: obstinacy and recal- 
citrance, moodiness and excitability, 
boasting, vanity and conceit. Yet sud- 
denly the child will come out again in 
her affectionate trustfulness and 
warmth. Such are the characteristics 
of the thirteen or fourteen-year olds, 
who are so difficult to guide. Some- 
times one will have to make ample 
allowances and let bygones be bygones 
when a more tractable phase is reach- 
ed. It is unwise always to hark back 
to faults that have been overcome.

duction and efficiency were actually 
less when the workers had longer 
hours. 

As for ourselves when, really, are 
we the most efficient wives and mo- 
thers: the best at handling our chile 
dren, the most loving and diplomatie 
wives? We all know the answer — 
when we aren't tired, when we are 
rested and relaxed and looking on the 
rosy side of life. 

From an intellectual point of view, 
free time is essential if we are to live 
as whole women, using our God-given 
talents properly. Plugging away at the 
daily grind without letup, particularly 
in households where a great deal of 
physical energy has to be expended 
does not make for the fullest use of 
one’s intellectual powers.

Dr. Joseph Pieper, author of Leisure 
the Basis of Culture, makes some in- 
teresting observations on leisure. He 
claims that one of the condemning cir- 
cumstances in some societies is that 
man is fettered to the process of pro- 
duction to sueh an extent that there is 
no room for personal existence. That 
may not seem to apply to us, but any 
condition which lacks activity beyond 
that of servile work, tends toward the 
same result — the inner impoverish- 
ment of man.

Authorities agree that good 
health is not opposed to sanctity — 
and proper respite from work : is 
necessary to good health — so the ob- 
vious conclusion seems to be, “If you 
want to become a saint, take your nose 
from the grindstone every so often.”

Read carefully the instructions that 
come with your camera, and supplement 
them with the free literature and other 
cheap little instruction books available in 
every camera store. These books furnish 
many tried-and-tested short cuts and handy 
tips that all make for better pictures. 

Think before you shoot. How often has 
that scene which looked so bright and gay 
through your camera’s viewfinder turned 
out in the printing as nothing more than a 
mass of greys and blacks and jumbled 
masses? Are your pictures blurry, furry, 
and’ in general of the type you find useful 
for stuffing leaky windowpanes? These are 
two of the commonest difficulties encoun- 
tered by.the millions of users of the box 
camera. But no matter how poor your re- 
sults have been so far, there’s no sense in 
being discouraged. 

Just rerhnember that the brilliant red- 
and-yellow flower garden that glows in 
your fiewfinder won't look at all the same 
when the prints come back from the drug- 
store, unless you’re loaded with color film. 
With black-and-white film, the success of 
your picture will depend upon its composi- 
tion, how you placed your subjects, the 
background, and the lighting. Generally 
it’s a good idea to get as close to your sub- 
ject as the camera permits. A speck in the 
middle distance may look exactly like 
small Henry to you, but it’s only a speck 
to the casual album-viewer. 

Keep your backgrounds uncluttered, 
The clear blue sky makes the best back- 
ground of all, because attention is not 
distracted from the subject by confusing

T were can be little doubt as to 
the value and advisability of efficient 
Catholic grade schools, high schools and 
colleges . . . these schools should be en- 
couraged and aided by ‘everyone and 
their value to the state should be recog. 
nized. Parochial school children should 
have the same government advantages 
as the student in public schools.” 

This is not a statement by the 
American Bishops. Nor is it a copy of 
a resolution drawn up, let us say, by 
the delegates to a National Catholic 
Education Association convention. It’s 
neither of these. As a matter of fact. the 
words represent a quotation from a 
comprehensive survey of the Catholic 
Church by the American Institute of 
Management. This group is not con- 
nected with any religious creed. In 
other words, it is non-sectarian. 

Our SUNDAY VISITOR, which is men- 
tioned in the survey as one of the ten 
largest Catholic circulation publications 
in the United States, will carry several 
articles on this interesting study. But 
for the moment, I wanted to call your 
attention to the Institute’s conclusions 
on the matter of Catholic schools. 

I have a notion that most Catholic 
pupils do not even begin to appreciate 
what they have in their Catholic schools. 
This was true when I went to St. Mary’s 
Catholic grade school in Taylor, Texas 
many years (too many) years ago and 
from my contact with present day stu- 
dents, I have every reason to believe 
the same opimion still exists. Therefore, 
it may help from time to time to reflect 
on what others think of our schools. We 
are like people in the “eye” of the hur- 
ricane. There everything is calm; and 
it’s difficult to realize that there’s any 
commotion anywhere else. We take our 
schools for granted and think everybody 
else does likewise. But they don't.

It’s not that they 
don’t believe in the truth of it, but 
rather that any argument on this sub- 
ject heretofore has only resulted in a 
lot of misunderstanding between Cath- 
olics and their non-Catholic acquain- 
tances. Better just to let things ride 
and support our own schools has been 
the idea all along. It is much more 
peaceful that way. 

The American Institute of Manage- 
ment should be congratulated for the 
courage to undertake the evaluation of 
the. Catholic School system as well: as 
the numerous other categories taken in 
by the study. It is a contribution to 
greater understanding at a time when 
that understanding is needed.

(Continued from page 1) university 
of the average layman and woman, 
with the Holy Father, the Conference 
of the Bishops, and the Ordinary of 
the Diocese as the chief instructors.” 


The Catholic who depended on 
secular sources alone for his religious 
news would get a rather curious and 
distorted picture. While the Catholic 
editor uses the eternal principles of 
divine truth in measuring and evalu- 
ating the torrent of reports pouring in 
on his désk from all over the world, 
the daily papers and weekly news 
magazines generally billow and sway 
according to the pet peeves and pre- 
judices of their publishers, editors, 
and columnists. 

Thus, following the Statement of 
the American Bishops on public aid 
to Catholic school children, published 
last November, both Time and News- 
week ignored the matter entirely. 
Newsweek explained that the story 
of the Pope’s vision was considered 
more important and thus it crowded 
out any mention of the Bishops’ State- 
ment. The issue of Time which should 
have carried the story, devoted the 
Religion section to a one-signature 
letter from South Africa, a one- 
volume edition of the Psalms (Luth- 
eran), and an account of an annoying 
string ensemble in a Seattle jail. 

But perhaps they treated the 
matter in their Education section? No 
—they gave 2 1/3 columns to a report 
on Russian schools, and 2% columns 
to an obituary of Bernard De Voto. 
There was no response from Time to 
two telephone calls to their Washing- 
ton office and a letter to the managing 
editor. Two weeks later, the magazine 
gave six lines to the Statement and 
five lines to a distortion of it issued 
by a bigoted Protestant splinter group. 

Needless to say, the Catholic 
Press reported the Bishops’ Statement 
in full. 

Paging through our 
papers and magazines, you miss

handsome full-page advertisements of 
firms like General Motors, Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance, Bell Telephone 
System, Camel cigarettes, Pullman, 
and other such national concerns. Why 
are they found in Look, Life, Time, 
Holiday, McCalls—everywhere, ap- 
parently, except the Catholic Press? 

Despite the fact that the Catholic 
market counts a devoted following of 
32 million people, representing some 
20% of the national total, ,concentrat- 
ed in city and suburban centers where 
buying is highest, these firms hold to 
a policy of boycotting all religious 
publications in placing their advertiz- 
ing. They have no adequate explanar 
tion. It’s just a set policy—but it hurts 
and it puts a crimp in our resources, 
If we had big advertizing accounts 
such as those enjoyed by our secular 
competitors, we too could get out fat 
luxurious publications on enameled 
paper with many-colored illustrations. 

This consideration highlights the 
fact, however, that our advertizers are 
our friends. We ought to patronize 
them, and in placing our order we

One realizes that here is no pr 
nightmarish imagination, but ee 
recitation of reality and an unsparing diag- 
nosis of conditions which, in one or another 
form or measure, obtain generally. Some 
of the. author’s personal opinions (e.g.

batable. But the main points she makes 
can hardly be challenged.

Angeles, but, thank God, not in our lovely 
community,” then one should have a look 
at Mr. Shulman’s Children of the Dark. 

) It is set in Barlow, “just east of the 
Mississippi River,” with a population of 
100,000, “a good city to live in,” and given 
by the Chamber of Commerce the accolade: 
“People like Barlow and Barlow likes 
People.” But Barlow has some young 
people who are the reverse of likable. 

They are sons and daughters of upper 
middle class families, all well off and some 
wealthy, who attend an up-to-the-minute 
and lavishly appointed high school, and 
are accustomed to every luxury and, as 
the soothing saying goes, every cultural 
advantage. 

Still, they are almost exact counter- 
parts of the youngsters met in Journey 
Into A Fog. True, they are not physically 
dirty, as are so many of the latter. But 
they run in wild packs, are jaded, promis- 
cuous, coldly hostile to adults, crave ex- 
citement in its most lurid forms, and rush 
through the gamut of crime from shop- 
lifting to even murder. 

Mr. Shulman suggests something of 
what is wrong with them. He remarks in 
passing that no more than fifteen per cent 
of Barlow’s people would be found in 
church on any Sunday morning. And he 
says that the youths have nothing to be- 
lieve in. 

These observations he does not en- 
large upon. But they point to the spiritual 
emptiness which underlies the troubles he 
paints in primary colors.

But neither the city nor 
its rising generation has anything of spirit- 
ual substance.

Plato Crawford, who goes berserk at 
the climax of the story and brings it to 
a shattering conclusion, is the son of 
divorced parents. His very rich father pro- 
vides handsomely for his wife and only 
child, but lives far away and never writes 
to the boy. Plato’s mother neglects her son 
and has affairs with men she temporarily 
fancies. 

Steve Stark, who is as much of a hero 
as the book offers, is always censoriously 
spoken to by his fussy, houseproud, over- 
bearing mother. Her husband secretly 
hates her, and tells Steve as much, but 
lives in a state of armed truce with her. 

Judy Phillips is the daughter of idioti- 
cally vain egotists who keep up an elabor- 
ate and disgusting pretence of youthful 
romance and refuse to face the responsibil- 


ities of middle age toward almost grown- 


up children whom they resent. 

In the lot of these adults there is not 
a jot of wisdom or a spark of love. Mr. 
Shulman appears to be indicting them with 
particular force for the absence of love, 
both between husband and wife and to- 
ward children. ; 

Certainly he gives a harrowing pic- 
ture of that travesty of marriage which 
has been substituted for the fulness, depth,
